AssociatAssociateAssociate PlanAssociate Planner Wehrmeister presented the staff report dated October 6, 2003
rerecommrecommendingrecommending  the City Council deny all Residential Development Allocations for
RDA-03-01.RDA-03-01.  The applicant may resubmit an RDARDA-03-01.  The applicant may resubmit an RDA application for the next reviewRDA-03-01.  The applicant may resubmit an RDA application for the next review period in
January 2004.

Mayor Freitas opened the public hearing.

JeffreyJeffrey Thayer, representing Davidon HomesJeffrey Thayer, representing Davidon Homes gave a brief history of the project andJeffrey Thayer, representing Davidon Homes gave a brief history of the project and noted
theythey were encouraged by city stthey were encouraged by city stafthey were encouraged by city staff and worked with the school district to develop a new
highhigh school site.  He stated  they increased the acreagehigh school site.  He stated  they increased the acreage ahigh school site.  He stated  they increased the acreage available, which he felt was a
ssignificantsignificant benefit to the community.  He noted they continued to offer the gradisignificant benefit to the community.  He noted they continued to offer the grading ansignificant benefit to the community.  He noted they continued to offer the grading and
improvementsimprovements for the school site at their costs, and they were now offimprovements for the school site at their costs, and they were now offering a $4improvements for the school site at their costs, and they were now offering a $4M
non-reimbursablenon-reimbursable contribution for infrastrucnon-reimbursable contribution for infrastructure devnon-reimbursable contribution for infrastructure development as well as gift the 8 acre
communitycommunity park, which theycommunity park, which they value at approximatelycommunity park, which they value at approximately $2.5M.  He stated  they felt they had
mademade an offering far in excess of any kind ofmade an offering far in excess of any kind of a reasonablemade an offering far in excess of any kind of a reasonable nexus and they did not believe
thethe commercial areas were entitled tothe commercial areas were entitled to bethe commercial areas were entitled to be subsidized.  He reported  by selling the property
toto the School District they would experience a reduction in lots, lose tto the School District they would experience a reduction in lots, lose the builto the School District they would experience a reduction in lots, lose the building profit
associatedassociated with those lots and would need to discount units in close proximity to the high
school.school.  He stated it would be school.  He stated it would be difficult for alschool.  He stated it would be difficult for all parties involved if they did not receive their
RDARDA alRDA allocation approval and noted he felt the ultimate burden would  be on theRDA allocation approval and noted he felt the ultimate burden would  be on the SchooRDA allocation approval and noted he felt the ultimate burden would  be on the School
District and city if they were not able to move forward with their development.  

TerryTerry Ramus, Antioch resident discussed the need for the new high school in Antioch.  He
notednoted most of the builders went through the RDA prnoted most of the builders went through the RDA pronoted most of the builders went through the RDA process cooperatively and provided
infrastructureinfrastructure needs associated with the projects.infrastructure needs associated with the projects.  He statedinfrastructure needs associated with the projects.  He stated if this project did not meet the
new standards without exception  the City Council should deny the allocation.  

ChristinaChristina Lawson, Miller,Christina Lawson, Miller, Starr & RegaliaChristina Lawson, Miller, Starr & Regalia representing the Rudy Jacuzzi family, voiced their
oppositionopposition to theopposition to the RDA application noting  the proposal would cap theopposition to the RDA application noting  the proposal would cap the developers obligation
towardtoward the cost of itoward the cost of infrastoward the cost of infrastructure at $4M without being aware of the actual cost of the
project,project, therefore any cost overageproject, therefore any cost overage would be bproject, therefore any cost overage would be borne by their client and the employment
orientedoriented businesses.  She stated the proposal was inconsistent with the adopted Specific
Plan and the General Plan.
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Mr.Mr. Thayer stated  with regardsMr. Thayer stated  with regards to theMr. Thayer stated  with regards to the employment generating areas, he understood there
wwerewere potential new changes in the draft General Plan which would give twere potential new changes in the draft General Plan which would give them a highewere potential new changes in the draft General Plan which would give them a higher
valuevalue and with the infrastructure contribution they were making, he felt itvalue and with the infrastructure contribution they were making, he felt it wasvalue and with the infrastructure contribution they were making, he felt it was much more
valuable than some of the vehicles being contemplated in the Specific Plan.

CouncCouncilmembCouncilmemberCouncilmember Conley stated the underlying premise of FUA#2 was housing would
subsidizesubsidize business.  Hesubsidize business.  He voiced his support for an agreement to separate thesubsidize business.  He voiced his support for an agreement to separate the high school
propertyproperty from this proposal, sellingproperty from this proposal, selling it to the School District atproperty from this proposal, selling it to the School District at market value.  He noted there
waswas a burden on other developers of $8000-$10,000 per lotwas a burden on other developers of $8000-$10,000 per lot due to thewas a burden on other developers of $8000-$10,000 per lot due to the city �s expectation.

Mr.Mr. Thayer stated  the SpecifiMr. Thayer stated  the Specific Plan anMr. Thayer stated  the Specific Plan and financial plan for FUA#2 did not envision
subsidizationsubsidization of the employment areas, it addresses fronting costs reimbursement through
benefitbenefit districts.  Hebenefit districts.  He noted the financial plan talks extensively aboutbenefit districts.  He noted the financial plan talks extensively about a potential assessment
district,district, which would result in everydistrict, which would result in every dollar spent in infrastructure costing $1.84. district, which would result in every dollar spent in infrastructure costing $1.84.  He stated
itit was not feasible forit was not feasible for the School District to buy the property and proceedit was not feasible for the School District to buy the property and proceed with development
withoutwithout suwithout surroundiwithout surrounding development occurring at the same time due to the need for a
coordinatedcoordinated grading plan.coordinated grading plan.  He stated he believed they had offered a faircoordinated grading plan.  He stated he believed they had offered a fair contribution to the
city.

MayorMayor Freitas expressed concernMayor Freitas expressed concern  the 27.5Mayor Freitas expressed concern  the 27.5 acres that would be given to the School District
at no charge, would now be sold to them due to this proposal.

Mr.Mr. ThayeMr. ThayerMr. Thayer stated they would support deleting the High School from their proposal and
returning to the open space plan. 

MayorMayor Freitas stated  there were very few Mayor Freitas stated  there were very few 50 acres siMayor Freitas stated  there were very few 50 acres sites in the City and this site was
needed for the High School. 

Mr.Mr. Thayer clarified  when they began the process, it was their opinion  the 27.5 acres had
nono development value; therefore, theyno development value; therefore, they offered to give it to theno development value; therefore, they offered to give it to the School District.  He noted the
wholewhole thruswhole thrust of their ability to make a community benefit offer given the scenario was
thereforetherefore greatly reduced.  He furththerefore greatly reduced.  He furthetherefore greatly reduced.  He further noted the School District indicated  they were not
concernedconcerned with the purchase price of the land, which gave them the ability to offer more
toto the city.  He stated thto the city.  He stated they proceeto the city.  He stated they proceeded with the elimination of open space, directly at the
sugsuggestionsuggestion of city staff and the High School site took precedence over the opesuggestion of city staff and the High School site took precedence over the open spacsuggestion of city staff and the High School site took precedence over the open space
area.area.  He notedarea.  He noted  they were prepared to abide by the letter agreementarea.  He noted  they were prepared to abide by the letter agreement as recorded on the
property.

DirectorDirector Brandt quotedDirector Brandt quoted the following fromDirector Brandt quoted the following from the Specific Plan; " To encourage, promote, and
jumpstartjumpstart job producing land uses in thisjumpstart job producing land uses in this area, the city will require the complete or partial
improvementsimprovements of Sunset Drive, (whichimprovements of Sunset Drive, (which is now Slatten Ranchimprovements of Sunset Drive, (which is now Slatten Ranch Road) with utilities and limited
SR4SR4 - 160 interchangeSR4 - 160 interchange with temporary connection at the earliest time needed.

InIn conclusion, Mr. Wilson statedIn conclusion, Mr. Wilson stated they felt tribal government gaming could be aIn conclusion, Mr. Wilson stated they felt tribal government gaming could be a good partner
forfor the city of Antioch, bringing thousands of jobs and contributing hundreds of millions of
dollars to the local economy and city revenues.

Council with the number of casinos who serve alcohol.

He noted studies
indicateindicate  gambling attracts crime and the city would be unable to indicate  gambling attracts crime and the city would be unable to cindicate  gambling attracts crime and the city would be unable to control what occurs on
the reservation.  He urged the city to keep the family community.
